ACT One, Town Meeting 


An Andover Community Trust 
member has filed the first warrant 
article for 2002 Town Meeting. 

Susan Stott, president of ACT, 
filed the petition last week. It asks 
voters to authorize town officials to 
release the land for affordable hous- 
ing development. 

ACT, whose mission it is to 
increase Andover’s affordable hous- 
ing stock, already owns an adjacent 
plot on Heather Drive. If voters 
approve the article, selectmen 
would have the right to hand the 
second parcel over to a private 
developer. ACT would then submit 
a proposal to build one or two 
affordable housing units on those 
plots, Stott said earlier. 

The Heather Drive land in ques- 
tion is a town-owned parcel, taken 
for unpaid taxes several years ago. 

ACT recently sold its first per- 
manently affordable home to an 
Andover family that makes less than 
the area’s median income. 

ACT partnered with students at 
Greater Lawrence Technical School 
to build the three-bedroom Colonial 
on Haverhill Street. The finished 
product will be worth more than 
$200,000 but sold for around 
$100,000, says Stott. 

The family hopes to move in 
immediately after Christmas. If the 
family ever sells the home, ACT has 
first rights to buy it back, says Stott.

Sen. Tucker announces 
Equal Choice in 
Long-Term-Care 
Options for Seniors 


State Sen. Sue Tucker (D- 
Andover), Senate Chair of the 
Human Services and Elderly Affairs 
Committee, recently announced the 
release of legislation that would 
expand the options available for 
seniors needing long-term-care ser- 
vices. The bill, commonly referred 
to as the “Equal Choice Bill?’ would 
give seniors a choice between 
receiving care in their own home or 
in a nursing home. 

“This is about letting the dollar 
follow the consumer not the con- 
sumer following the dollar,’ Sen. 
Tucker said. “The most troubling 
problem in our long-term-care sys- 
tem is the we spend 80 percent of 
our state long-term-care dollars on 
institutional care.” 

The Equal Choice bill would 
allow individuals over 60 years of 
age who are eligible for Medicaid 
and who live in the community, to 
receive the same amount or greater 
service expenditure per month for 
home and community-based ser- 
vices that he or she would have 
received under the state Medicaid 
program in a nursing facility. 

The bill is now on its way to be 
reviewed by the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee for further cost 
analysis.

Continued from page | 
going to happen,” he says. 

“Tt was more or less a wait-and-see attitude,” 
agrees Douglas. 

The BankNorth CEO is hoping to put that anxiety 
to rest by mingling with the Saturday morning regu- 
lars. 

“| always arrange to meet the people and say hello 
to them so I can alleviate their fears,” Ryan says. 
“Things aren’t going to change.” 

That’s not mentioning those 100 jobs BankNorth 
will cut in January from the entire company. Ryan 
says the faces that greet customers everyday — the 
tellers and the managers — will stay on, while some 
behind-the-scenes workers will leave. 

The Main Street branch is now BankNorth’s 
largest location and it’s still growing. Construction 
workers are expanding the branch’s offices for new 
services like annuities and mutual funds, says Ryan. 
When the Andover Bank sign comes down Jan. 21, to 
be replaced by a BankNorth Massachusetts sign, the 
merger will boost BankNorth’s holdings to hundreds 
of branches and more than 450 ATM locations. 

Despite its size, Ryan promises that BankNorth 
will serve up the same community service Andover 
Bank customers can’t stop talking about. 

“Everybody here knows your name,” raves Betty 
Savinelli of Salem Street. She and her husband, 
Sully, switched to Andover Bank 40 years ago for 
the personal attention. She too has noticed some 
changes since Nov. 1, when BankNorth officially 
took over. 

“They've taken away some of the perks, like free 
checks for the elderly,” she says. “But we still like it 
so far.” 

Ryan says he’s not concerned about convincing 
the customers to stay. 

“I think we’ll project (to customers) that we're 
regular community people like they are, not people 
that don’t care about good customer service.” 

Ryan, wearing a suit and tie, chatted with cus- 
tomers, drank coffee and jockeyed for the glazed 
doughnuts sitting on a nearby table Saturday morn- 
ing. 

“T suspect that no one will even know I’m the 
president of the company,” he joked. “We'll blend 
right in.” 

Ron Trombley, executive vice president of retail 
banking for FirstMass, will soon move into the office 
of Gerry Mulligan, former CEO of Andover Bank.

the community aspect,” Trombley says. 

BankNorth has experience in buying up commu- 
nity banks. Its subsidies include Peoples Heritage 
Bank, Bank of New Hampshire, FirstMass Bank, The 
Howard Bank, Franklin Lamoille Bank and First Ver- 
mont Bank. BankNorth successfully preserved the 
sense of community in those mergers, says Ryan. He 
intends to do the same thing with Andover Bank — by 
preserving its personal touches like serving dough- 
nuts on Saturdays. 

“Tt’s one of the traditions we'll continue,” Ryan 
says. “We'll probably start doing it in other branches. 
We think it’s a very nice touch to tell customers you 
care.”

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Police looking for suspects in 


thefts of Christmas decorations

Someone could get coal in their 
stocking for stealing Andover’s 
Christmas spirit. 

That is, as long as Santa’s 
around to deliver it. 

That’s what Evelyn Darby 
thought when she walked out her 
Clark Road door Monday morning 
to discover that her Santa Claus — 


last seen resting on a hammock 
hanging from her front porch (pho- 
tos, pages 1 & 8) — was gone. 

“T was disgusted with it,’ says 
the 78-year-old, who surprises the 
neighborhood each year with a new 
Christmas scene. “You. work hard 
on the dang thing.” 

Darby isn’t the only victim of 
Christmas crime. Kasey Cook of 
Central Street woke up two 
weeks ago to find that her 
eight-foot-tall snowman — a 
present for her 12th birthday — 
had melted into thin air. 

“T thought, “What? How 
can they steal an eight-foot 
snowman?” says Cook, puz- 
zled. 

Her mother Kathleen can’t 
figure out why thieves took

the trouble to pull up the three 
stakes and ropes that secured 
Frosty to their front yard. The 
snowman’s absence has caused 
quite a stir in the neighborhood. 

“People we don’t even know 
said, ‘We’re sorry about your 
snowman, ” she says. 

Lt. Jim Hashem says that police 
are keeping their eyes open for sus- 
pects. 

“We’re checking our list twice,” 
he jokes. But then more seriously, 
“I’m not making light of the thing. 
It’s kids with nothing better to do.” 

Thefts of outdoor decor happen 
over the holidays because people 
leave more decorations out 
overnight, he says. Kids use scav- 
enger hunts, club hazing or simple 
pranks as excuses to swipe Santa.

The school administration believes that 
grandfathering would crunch the space at 
Doherty Middle School, and require several 
more teachers. 

“We have to ask ourselves ‘what kind of 
decision is it to the Doherty community?’ ” said 
Claudia L. Bach, Superintendent of Schools. “It 
is terribly divisive.” 

The School Committee has had plenty of 
time to research this and figure out a way to 
make it work. Committee member Gerry Gus- 
tus said, “The committee has failed the super- 
intendent and the parents by not taking better 
direction.” 

Parents need information to help them 
decide. 

Gustus is correct in wanting to allow grand- 
fathering for any student that wants it, not just 
those that responded to an earlier survey. 

There should be a way to allow, on a one- 
time basis, kids to stay at their schools.

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Selectmen in line with Community Preservation Act

The Community Preservation 
Act has the support of Andover’s 
five selectmen. 

The state legislation will 
appear on the 2002 Town Meeting 
warrant — endorsed by those offi- 
cials — and at the mercy of voters 
who will likely have to think about 
a general override of Proposition 
2 at the same time, just to cover 
the town’s operating budget. 

If voters adopt the CPA in 
April, they will agree to raise their 


taxes up to an additional 3 percent. 
The state would likely match that 
extra money dollar for dollar. The 
town could use the money to pay 
for affordable housing, historic 
preservation or open space. 

If voters approve the maximum 
3-percent tax increase, the town 
will raise about $1.5 million — not 
including the state’s matching 
funds — next year, says Selectman 
John Hess. 

The average residential house- 
hold would see an extra $112 on

their tax bill. 

A 2-percent increase will raise 
about $1 million and a 1-percent 
increase will raise about 
$500,000. Selectmen will discuss 
how high of a percentage they will 
recommend to voters at a later 
date. 

The CPA taskforce, nine peo- 
ple appointed by the town manag- 
er to study the CPA’s tax impact 
and potential uses, recommend 
that voters adopt the Act at a 3- 
percent surcharge, with an exemp- 


tion for residential homeowners 
with property valued at $100,000 
and below. Those residents would 
see no tax increase on their bill. 

While many officials seem to 
like the Act, some are unsure 
whether residents are willing to 
shoulder the extra burden at a time 
when their taxes will already go 
up if they approve an override. 

“Both of these items would 
come up at the same Town Meet- 
ing. Would it be destructive to 
either?” Selectman Brian Major 
said. 

Peggy Keck, a member of the 
CPA taskforce, urged the select- 
men to act now. 

“It’s a window of opportunity 


because of the state funding,” she 
said. “There aren’t that many 
communities participating right 
now. If we get in there quickly, we 
will get a good cushion to (build) 
on. 

The state has promised to 
match CPA money raised by com- 
munities for a total of $25 million 
this year. So far, 36 communities 
have adopted the CPA, said Hess. 
Those 36 communities have the 
potential to raise $15 million on 
their own next year. That leaves 
$10 million the state is still willing 
to match for other communities. 

Adopting the Act will take a 
Town Meeting approval and a bal- 
lot vote, said Hess. If Andover 
approves the CPA, the legislation 
stays in effect for five years. Vot-

Andover employees will 
likely dodge 430 layoffs after 
the US government yanked its 
Naval missile defense contract 
last week, says a Raytheon 
spokesperson. 

They will, however, suffer 
the sting of an estimated com- 
pany-wide $9-billion loss. 

“We were very disappoint- 
ed,” says spokesman Dave 
Shea, calling from his office in 
Arlington, Va., overlooking the 
Pentagon. “There were some 
schedule and cost issues. We 
felt, however, that we had 
turned the quarter on those 
issues.” 

Last Friday, Pentagon acqui- 
sitions chief Edward “Pete” 
Aldridge announced the cancel- 
lation of the Navy Area Theater 
Ballistic Missile Defense Sys- 
tem due to “poor performance 


and projected future costs and 
schedules,” according to a press 
release. 

It’s the first time that 
Raytheon has lost a governmen- 
tal contract of this magnitude, 
says Shea. Raytheon is the third 
largest defense contractor after 
Lockheed-Martin and Boeing, 
he adds. 

Raytheon’s Tucson, Ariz., 
facility had 430 people working 
on the project. The end of the 
contract could spell trouble for 
those individuals specifically, 
Shea says, adding that the com- 
pany will consider relocating 
them to others of its 4,000 gov- 
ernment defense contracts. 

“Laid-off is an overstate- 
ment. We’re talking about 430 
people dedicated to that pro- 
gram. Nobody is walking out 
the door at this stage,” says 
Shea. “Their positions are in 


jeopardy at the moment but no 
pink slips have been issued.” 

The government still plans to 
move forward with the Naval 
mission, he adds. That could 
mean new opportunities for 
Raytheon, related to that pro- 
ject, down the road. 

“We know the requirement 
to fulfill this mission still exists. 
We’ ll have to see what the Navy 
plans to do... and what role we 
have to play in this. We’re 
hopeful that we’ll come out on 
top on this.” 

Raytheon has no indication 
that any of its other government 
contracts are in jeopardy as a 
result of Friday’s development, 
Shea says. 

The contract pulled is not a 
project that resulted after the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks in New 
York City.

The number of car thefts in 
Andover is up this year, say police. 

Nine cars have been stolen from 
town since October, says Det. Sgt. 
Don Pattullo. 

Typically Andover sees about 30 
to 40 auto thefts per year, or an aver- 
age of 3 per month. 

“T think we’re well above that this 
year,’ says Pattullo. 

Thieves have stolen vehicles pri- 
marily from Andover’s hotel parking 
lots, like the Wyndham Hotel on Old 
River Road, where a man reported 
that his Chrysler Sebring had been 
stolen last Sunday. Two cars have 
been reported stolen from the hotel’s 
lot since Dec. 9, according to the 
police log. Another vehicle, reported 
stolen from Somerville, was aban- 
doned in the hotel’s lot. 

“We believe that it relates to some 
of the gangs in Lawrence,” Pattullo 
says. “I think they’re spending time 
in Andover on the weekends at the 
various hotels.” 

Some hotels drop their prices dur- 
ing the holiday season to entice more 
customers, he says. Lots full of cars 
at those hotels can be an open invita- 
tion to thieves. “They may be here 
and have to get some where so they 
borrow someone’s car,” Pattullo 
adds. 

John Karchner, general manager 
at the Wyndham on Old River Road, 
says the hotel works hard to prevent 
thefts from happening. 

“We have regular patrols of our 
security staff. We patrol the lot seven

to eight times a day,” he says. 
“That’s not including the patrols 
overnight. They do it once an hour 
throughout the overnight shift.” 

Despite police records, Karchner 
says he is aware of only one incident. 
He has no plans to step up security. 

Craig Farrington, manager of 
operations at The Tage Inn on River 
Road, also says he is aware of only 
one vehicle stolen recently from the 
premises. The police log says two 
vehicles were stolen there since Nov. 
20. 

“We have 24-hour per day walk- 
throughs (of the parking lot) by our 
staff people,” he says. 

The Tage Inn does not specifical- 
ly hire security guards, he says. 

The hotel lowered its rates on 
Nov. | to continue through the next 
few months, Farrington says. He 
does not believe that the lowered 
rates have anything to do with the 
thefts. 

“We adjust our rates seasonally, 
so this is not an unusual thing,” he 
says. “This is a slow season for the 
hotel business.” 

Both hotels are located close to 
Interstate 93, which some thieves 
might consider a quick getaway 
route, says Pattullo. 

Seven of the eight cars stolen 
from Andover have been recovered 
so far, he adds. 

Andover detectives are investigat- 
ing the thefts with the help of 
Lawrence police, who did not return 
a phone call to the Townsman this 
week.

survey sent out to parents of students 
slated to be redistricted. It asked 
whether they wished to have their 
child grandfathered. The results, 
which Bach described as “not terri- 
bly different” from the first survey, 
hoped to provide the board members 
and parents with enough information 
to render a decision Tuesday night. 
As luck would have it, this would not 
entirely be the case. 

Before unveiling the data, Bach 
mentioned that in order for grandfa- 
thering to receive approval, it must 
meet several criteria as set forth by 
the superintendent and the school 
administration. Seven criteria in all 
were established, the most important 
of which is that “all children in our 
schools must have equitable access 
to educational programs and facili- 
ties.’ The superintendent’s aversion 
to grandfathering is in elevating class 
sizes to numbers that might prevent a 
child from receiving the opportuni- 
ties to learn. 

Information about elementary 
grandfathering was presented first. 
The data collected from the survey 
demonstrated that very little change 
would take place after allowing some 
of next year’s fifth-graders to stay at 
their current schools. While the pro- 
jected numbers of next year's fifth- 
grade class would go up at Bancroft, 
Sanborn, and South elementary 
schools (if grandfathering were 
allowed), the numbers at West and 
Cross elementary schools would, in 
effect, go down. The only significant 
change would be to have one less 
teacher at West and one more teacher 
at Bancroft. In total, the average 
teacher-to-pupil ratio would remain 
at one teacher for every 22 students. 

“Grandfathering is do-able, possi- 
ble, and we should go forward on 
these numbers,” said Dr. Bach on ele- 
mentary grandfathering. 

The School Committee agreed 
and approved the motion unanimous- 
ly — that only 36 students would be 
grandfathered, the number that 
responded to the survey. However, if 
a child who would be grandfathered 
decides to be redistricted instead, his 
or her slot would be made available 
to anyone that wants it on a first- 
come, first-serve basis. 

When it came time to discuss 
middle-school grandfathering, the 
results were not as favorable. 

According to the survey, more 
than 70 middle-school students 
requested to be grandfathered.

school level, but also affect programs 
such as foreign language, physical 
education, special education, and 
integrated arts as well. 

“If children came in groups of 25, 
and had been redistricted, we would 
have ideally ended up with 450 (total 
students) at Cross, 600 at West, and 
600 at Doherty,” said Bach, noting 
that those numbers are the capacities 
for each school. 

Grandfathering would produce 
class sizes of 407 at Cross, 470 at 
West and 642 at Doherty. 

Due to the abnormally high num- 
bers that grandfathering would pro- 
duce at West and, in particular, 
Doherty, a new teacher would have 
to be hired and space must be made 
available to accommodate the larger 
classes. This does not include the hir- 
ing of a new part-time special educa- 
tion teacher. In order to satisfy these 
needs, Proposition 2 1/2 would have 
to be voted through at Town Meet- 
ing. 
According to documents released 
by the superintendent and the school 
administration, grandfathering would 
prevent Doherty from either getting 
back the computer room; getting 
back Industrial Arts space; getting 
back a foreign language room, or 
getting back drama space. 

“We have to ask ourselves ‘what 
kind of decision is it to the Doherty 
community?’ ” Bach stated. “It is ter- 
ribly divisive.” 

Bach concluded her speech by 
saying that, even though the school 
administration’s efforts in research- 
ing grandfathering were not “insin- 
cere.” they do not know how to make 
it possible. 

Committee Secretary Gerald F. 
Gustus feels otherwise. 

“The committee has failed the 
superintendent and the parents by not 
taking better direction,” he says. 
“There are kids that will be in great 
pain by not being able to stay at their 
school. Not our school, their school.” 

Gustus believes in allowing 
grandfathering for any student that 
wants it, not just those that responded 
to the survey. 

There were others on the commit- 
tee, like Richard J. Collins, who 
strongly disagree. 

“We can’t set up a system where 
people who haven’t been notified can 
grandfather at any time,” Collins 
states before mentioning his concern 
for having one middle school 
(Doherty) being twice as large as the 
other two. 

Gustus then made a motion to 
table the issue of middle-school
